was a favorite in France a century 
before? Thia Is the very tUng that 
needs demonstration. Mere aaaertlou 
win not suffice. The proof is the 
thiiiK: bring It forth; then and not 
'ill shall I (oniiMle one Jot or tittle. 

In the last parugraiibs the editor 
•ells us that it is always difficult to 
follow the genesis of national nin.iii . 
that anthems are evolutions that 
HiDw by ac( retlon. so that no one 
■an say for certain the time and the 
!)lsee they came Into being. 

Who does not know the wonders 
that have been accomplished 'by hon- 
est research in recent years? Many 
false claims have been traced to 
their Sonne and truth haa eome 
forth triumphant

Wat^raon.

Jacobean daya. and are atrengthened 
In that beHef by a circttMatance 
which may fairly ba held to be cor- 
roborative. J 

"The version of the Bible com- 
monly, though erroneously, known 
as the 'authorized,' was the work of 
a 'body of scholars and divines be- 
tween, as we remember, tbe years 
1603 and 1611; ooaaldered as lit- 
erature it is a wonlarful perform- 
ance and may ba iaken aa aatting 
forth the best Bn«tfth praetlea of 
the day.

a place where it woald be at home."

.stri|>e8 will be diaplayed on every 
hand. It la not amiss therefore to 
say something concerning tbe hlatory 
of the American flag. 

On June 14. 1 7 7 7, the Continental 
Congreaa in session at Philadelphia 
esUbUabed tho laalgnia of the 
Ameri*^ flag. It would have been 
difficult tor Ooogreaa to ha>ve Im- 
proved (he eonc l ae n eas of the reao- 
lutlon It adopted In tbeee worda: 

"Reeolved. Thet the flag of the 
thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white; that 
the union be thirteen atwrs. white 
on a blue field, rapraaaatinc a new 
constellation," 

As early aa July 4, 1T75, the at 
tentlon ot the Committee of Safety 
of the Colony of Peaasylvanla was 
directed to the protection of tbe 
Delaware rlveTi to .prevent the en 
trance of warahlpa of Great Britain 
and tbe construction of galleys, fire 
boats and other watercraft for the 
defence of Philadelphia was t>egun 
Thirteen iKtats wer«' afloat on the 
Delaware river on September 15 
that year, severally provided with 
two bowltsers, besides swivels, pikes 
and muaketa. By Augnat 1, 1776 
the number ot veaaela in commission 
was twsnty-seven. having 768 men 
enrolled tor active service aboard 
them. The fleet waa at that time 
' recognized aa the Panaagrlvanla State 
Navy. 

William RichsTds, who had 
api>oinled on .May 21. 1776, 
husband " or storekeei>er Of 
fleet, deeiriug Lo be urov. 

Augtiat a letter to the "OooaeU 
Safety," in which he said: 

'I hope you have ageed what aort 
of colours I am to hava made for 
the Oalleya, ftc. as they are much 
wanted. 

"Vou will iil.ase order how you 
will have the (iooils paid for that are 
bought for the Provincial Store, for 
I am in want of a sum of money for 
that and the Signala." 

Writing again, on October 15, he 
repeated the need ot colors for the 
fleet and called nttentlon to the want 
of a design or delinestlon by which 
to pattern them, saying: 

"Commodore Harry was with me 
this mornin»< and says the Ple<*t hat- 
not any Colours to hoist if they 
should be called on Duty; it 1« not 
In my i>ower to get thorn done until 
there Is a design fixed OB |to make 
tbe Coloura by." 

Seven nwatha later, or oa May 
19, 1777, entry waa made in the 
minutes of the State Navy Board: 

"An Order on William Webb to 
Klizaheth Hoss. for fourteen pounds 
tw'-lve slililiiiKs and two pence, for 
Making Ships' Colours, Ac.,. put Into 
William Rtabard'a Store. tlS lis. 
2d."

Father \juroy writoi: 

TIio first Christian school nii\> In 
■iaid to hiiM' lioen founded by (Miilst 
our Saviour when He Ratheri-d the 
aiiostlps into his household for In- 
iruciinu in the principlea of his ra- 
K.^ion. As the Bible relates., tb«y 
lived 'With Him aa ona family for tka 
spaoa of tkrae yaara. At lanstk He 
was able to say to tbem, "All things 
which my heavenly Father hath 
given to me I havp made known to 
vou," and "aa niy heavenly Father 
hath sent me I now send you," — as 

I selected, instr\i<i<Ml, ordained and 
commissioned you, so do you like 
wise, that thus my churrh may be 
[>erpetuated to tbe end of time. Ai 
t hough thaaa worda atrlctly apaaklng 
appliad mora to tka doctrine of 
Christ than to t)>e mode of education 
of the clergy, the example of tbe 
Saviour was followed, and the 
Bishop's house 'l>ecame an ecrle- 
slastical somlnary. St. Peter took as 
pupils Clement, Mark, l';vo<ltus and 
Linus, who be became his successor 
St. John had Polycarp, I'aiiias and 
others, fit. Paul bad Luke, Timothy 
Titua aad otliara. Aa a rula ta tka 
rirst aaBtvrlaa 'Whatarar thara ware 
a numbar ot Cbrlatlana a Blabop re 
Hided, and bealdaa tba eoclaaiaatical 

idMite, the priests who were sub- 
t to him, dwelt in the same house 
th hini. The Bishop's house was 

I I i'(iiient ly styled a monastery, on ac 
ouut of the regularity of life ob 

«»-rved. Rural parish priests are first 
Mentioned by tbe Council of Valson 
held Jn 6>8. But It waa not until thrt 
iweirtk oantiHT that tka office of 
iriab PFlaat vaa ragnlarly i^atltutod 
and k« waa given varooMal inde- 
pendence. Tbe first Ghrlatlan acbool 
waa ttaua the Bishop's acbool for ti;o 
education of priests; and natural 
nough as the first pressiiin want was 
erpy to s|>rea(l the relliiion of 
Christ. Toward the fourth century 
these Bishop's schools or episcopal 
■aminariea bad a regular courae of 
profane aa wall aa eoclaaiaatical 
study, and were frequently aspandad 
In the recaption of atttdenta to re- 
ceive those wbo might not enter the 
ranks of the olargy. 

It was not very many years, how- 
ever, after the Ascension of Christ 
that another kind of school called 
("athei heti< al arose. It was the usual 
nstoiu In the first centuries of the 
hurcb to retjuiie candidates for ad- 
:ni88ioa to go througb a two years' 
ouraa-of iaatructlon aaek day In the 
ve8ti1>ula of tlia ekwreh, wliara a 
l>rieBt or an authorized layman 
would explain the i>rinci]>lee of th« 
Christian religion. The honor of es- 
tablishing the first regular s< hool uf 
this kind is generally accorded to St. 
.Mark, the evaunelist, who iweii'y- 
»even years after the ascension of 
Christ, or In the year tiij. ealahllslieil 
such a school in Alexandria, Kgypt 
one of tka moat lamarkabla cltiaa of 
the world, wkara Ptolemy Sotor bad 
founded tka magnificent library of 
00,000 volumaa. 

The <-our8e of study in the cate 
helical schools of Jeinisalom umle 
^t. Cyril, its Bishop, very fairly re|) 
resents what was iiursued in the 
other portions of the Chrlstlau 
varld. It eonalatad of twantyHbree 
parta. Tba flrat atgktaan waa a aum- 
inary of tka Ckriatka religion aa sat 
foi th In the Apoatla'a Oraad, and was 
mtandad for tka firat elaaa. Tka ra> 
mainlog five jiaru ware tataaded 
tor tka aaeond claaa. to prapara tkam 
for tka aacramants of penaaoe, con- 
firmation and the euoharlet. For 
more than a century nothing iM-yoiul 
religious iaatructlon was thought of. 
Oradually, however, serular 
brancbaa ware Introduced. Ab3ut 
'he year ItO Paataanua, a vary 
learned Stole phlleaopkar. became a 
on vert to tba Ohrlatlan Haltb. In 
the school wbick he waa authorised 
to establlab ba racaived 'permission 
to taacb tbe various seiular 
branches, and was perhaps tbe first 
great tea<'h»r to add this useful ele- 
ment to Christian education. After 
him came the oeelbratad genius of 
early tlmea. Origan, who when ba 
reacitrad autkority trdm tka Blakopa 
of Oaaaaraa to taaeh dlapaiid of kla 
worldly gooda and .UaaMad hla aup- 
port to four oboll. ar akewt fUtaen 
cants a day. Although aaerad acrlp- 
turaa waa kia aklaf atudy, branch 
after branch of secular learning was 
speedily Introduced. About 20U years 
after Cbrtat every branch of human 
knowladga, Inaotar aa it had haaa 
rultivated anywhere at tba thna, waa 
taught in the Ohrtatlaa oateehetloal 
schoola. In the beginning of tbe 
third century Cbrlatlana were expect- 
ed to teach and to atudy the liberal 
arts, profane literature, philoaopby 
and the Hiblical languagea. Hebrew,

"Thou Shalt not kill" He admoniahe<l 
"Honor thy father and thy mother. 
This Is one leaaon that children of 
Irish i>arents have learned. Thost 
who neglect or forget the aduioni 
tlon become wor»<' than oiitca«t.n. 

Apropoa of this one of our good 
Hfbamian friaada a few daya ago 
•aid:

"8be knew that bar tatbor waa re- 
liable; tkat ah« eouM depend upon 
blm at any hour, day or nigbt. She 
had jMirdly finished when her father 
appeared on the scene. Once again 
he had not failed her. What a 
happy world it would be if every );lrl 
and boy could and would say 'My 
old daddy never failed me yet.' 

"How many old daddies are lead- 
ing double Uvea, disappointing the 
kopaa aad daatroyltig tba faith of 
their chlldrae. Nothtag c<n be more 
tragic nor more terrible 'than that 
moment In a child's life when it dis- 
covers that the father can not be 
depended upon. 

"1 once witnessed such a tragedy 
myself. A sudden disawter over- 
whelmed a friend of mine, and when 
\ta full niamiitiide was disclosed it 
engulfed him. Like a pebble he sank 
Into an ooaaa at daap al r; like a re?d 
ho broke heaaath the weight of mis- 
fortune. 'My Ood!' exclaimed his 
daughter, 'I never knew that a 
father could go to ii1ec*»s like iIki! 
Her old daddy had failed tier 

There ought to Ik- no great<'r bit- 
terness to a parent than to have : 
memory of forfeiting a child's I'on 
fldonce. There can be no greater 
earthly loy nor a greater temporal 
blaaalDg than to have had a fatkar 
and mother wko have never failed 
you. Next to tbe confidence in the 
Koodncea of Ood and the certainty of 
heaven, there is no such reassuring 
md sustaining faith as that of a 
hild in the moral InleKrity ami love 
of luotlier and ilie absolute re- 
liability of an old daddy."

All the hiislaaaa 
aions were held at the De Paul 
t'nlversity. More thati .1.000 dele- 
gates were in atlendanie. Many of 
them wi>re ti'aching nuns. Besides 
the delegates many Chic at;o teachers 
were present at one or more of the 
seaalona; in fact more than l.nnii 
nuna from that city attended the va 
rious aeaaiont of the parochial aehool 
department. Tbe Rev. Father Henry 
Spalding. S. .1.. was In charge of tbe 
parochial s( hool section. 

The Very Hev. Kdwiird Dwyer. 
S. J., presided over the deliherations 
of the seminary section, whii li dealt 
with the pre|)arati()ii of men 
for the priesthood alone. The offi- 
cers of the National Catholic ICduca- 
tional Aaaaclatlon are: Honorary 
Prealdent.

Father Brosnahon said in iiart ; 
"A fund of $1 .'■j.Duo.iMMi in bonds 
of the I'liited SLates .Steel CoriKjra- 
tlon providing retaining allowances 
(or certain excepted inatitutlons will 
enllat the interest of influential per- 
aonagea In the atabUlty of the. Pltta- 
burg ratllionalra'a induatrlal balm. 

"These we may reaaonalbly sup- 
i>ose would acarcaly look impartially 
on legislative inquiries or enact- 
ments tliat would imperil the value 
of their securities.
